DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a tubular or pipe structure but fails to disclose a pipe or tubular multilayer 
structure having an internal layer formed from a composition consisting of a thermoplastic 
polyamide and an impact resistance modifier that is a polyolefin present at a concentration by 
weight of between 10 and 50% and an external layer formed from a composition comprising a 
polyamide composition comprising a polyamide thermoplastic copolymer obtained by 
copolymerization of caprolactam and a mixture of hexamethylenediamine with a diacid 
comprising at least 9 carbon atoms.
